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1 . The replacement drawings filed 9/23/09 are approved. 

2. Regarding applicants attempt to simultaneously change the inventorship under 
1 .48(a) and 1 .48(b), the circumstances dictate that the entire correction be made under 
1.48(a) (see 37 CFR 1.48(a) which applies to situations wherein inventors are added 
and deleted). 

The request to correct the inventorship of this nonprovisional application under 37 CFR 
1.48(a) is deficient because the request lacks the required statement under 1.48(a)(2) 
for the deleted inventors. 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29

7. Claims 39-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 40 is indefinite in that it is a dependent claim that depends from itself. Claims 
39/41 are indefinite in that they lack antecedent basis in claim 2 because they are 
composition claims which depend from a compound that is not a composition. 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

The applied reference has a common inventor/assignee with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this 
application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing 
under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Gaiger et al. disclose the peptide of SEQ. ID. No. 333 (see column 96 wherein 
said peptide is also SEQ. ID. No. 333). Gaiger et al. teach the claimed peptide in the 
claimed composition (see columns 23-26). Gaiger et al. teach said peptide in a 
composition with adjuvants (see column 25) and use of MPL-SE (aka monophosphoryl 
lipid A) as an adjuvant (see Example 13). Gaiger et al. teach that said composition can 
contain aluminum salt (see column 25, second paragraph). 

Regarding applicants comments, the requested change of inventorship is 
defective as per above.
